These *our Secret Service agents are 
the host eyevitneacec from the Presi- 
dential motorcade vho vlll testily on 
the haclc facts of the assassination 
including tins,, place, number of shots, 
spontaneous statements of key people, 
ana lr.xcdiate reaction of the principals, 
/gents Greer and KfcUeran. vho were 
riding in the President's car, heard 
the spontaneous* exclanati ons of 
President Kennedy and Mrs. Kennedy, 
end were in a position to witness the 
innediatc reactions of President 
. Kennedy and Governor Connolly. Proa 
the President's follow- up car, /gent 
Hill has crucial information to provide 
. since he vas the first to notice 
President Kennedy's reaction to the 
shots. /gent Youngblood also has • 
important testimony to provide con- 
cerning his observations of and re- 
actions to the assassination. 

The first three of these witnesses 
stood near the intersection of 
ana Houston Streets when the motorcade 
passed by. They each observed the 
presence of a rifle in an upper floor 
window of the To /ns School Beak 
Expository Building. Mr. Jackson vas 
located at tne tine of the assassina- 
tion in the seventh or eighth car cf ' 
wr.e rujtorcauo and also is in a posi- 
tion to testify regarding the 
presence of a rifle in the specified 
■window of the building.

P'-'.dle, can testify regarding Oswald's 
departure for work on the corning of 
Mcver.be r 22 , 1963, carrying a long 
package wrapped in brown paper. ’ Mr.
